SUBJECT: EXPANSION OP SANCTIONS AGAINST RHODESIA

1. MISOPF'S MET WITH UKUN HEAD OF CHANCERY BYATT, LEGAL ADVISER 
FIPOOT AND ADVISER BRIGHTY 17 MAY TO DISCUSS PROPOSALS 
FOR SECURITY COUNCIL ACTION TO DEAL WITH SOUTH AFRICAN TRANSHIP- 
MENT VIOLATIONS OF ECONOMIC SANCTIONS (REFTEL PARA 2) AND TO CURB 
MERCENARY ENLISTMENTS IN RHODESIAN ARMED SERVICES.(REFTEL PARA 4). 
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2. INITIAL UKUN REACTION TO REPTEL PARA 2 PROPOSAL CONCERNING SOUTH 
AFRICAN TRANSHIPMENT PROBLEM WAS VERY CAUTIOUS. BYATT SAID BEST 
PLACE TO DISCUSS SANCTIONS EXTENSIONS IS LONDON, NOT NEW YORK, AND 
THEY HOPED THAT MEB LONDON WOULD BE IN TOUCH WITH ECO. MOREOVER, 
AS MANSFIEWD OF FCO TOLD EMB LONDON AT THE BEGINNING OF MAY (USUN 
UNAWARE OP THIS CONVERSATION), BRITISH WOULD BE RELUCTANT TO MOVE 
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FOR SECURITY COUNCIL ACTION THAT WOULD HAVE THE APPEARANCE TO 
RHODESIANS OF NEW AND ADDITIONAL SANCTIONS SINCE THIS MIGHT SOUR 
RELATIONS WITH SALISBURY. MORE IMPORTANTLY, UKUN THOUGHT THAT IF 
PARA 2 PROPOSAL WERE SUBSTANTIAL AND NOT COSMETIC, IT WOULD, TO BE 
EFFECTIVE, INVOLVE THE WHOLE OF BRITISH TRADE WITH SOUTH AFRICA IN 
A LICENSING PROCUDURE. WHILE A CHECKING PROCEDURE LESS ONEROUS THAN 
A LICENSING SYSTEM COULD BE CONCEIVED, E.G., BY REQUIRING CERTIFI- 
CATION OF VALIDATION OF ORIGIN, THIS WOULD INVITE WHOLESALE 
CHECKING THROUGH SUBMISSION OF BOGUS CERTIFICATES. 

3. IN RESPONSE TO UKUN QUESTION MISOEFS RESPONDED THAT INTERAGENCY 
PROPOSALS ARE SERIOUS AND NOT COSMETIC IN CHARACTER. AFRICANS AND 
OTHERS WOULD REGARD PARA 2 PROPOSAL AS A MAJOR STEP FORWARD ON 
SANCTION EVEN IF ON A CONCEPTUAL LEVEL IT COULD BE CONTENDED THAT 
WHAT IS INVOLVED IS MERELY A MEANS EOR GIVING BETTER EFEECT TO 
EXISTING SANCTIONS ON RHODESIAN TRADE. BUT UKUN FEARED THAT OUR 
PROPOSALS COULD BE VIEWED AS COMING CLOSE TO SANCTIONS AGAINST SOUTH 
AFRICA BECAUSE OF THE INTENSITY OF THE SCRUTINY THAT WOULD BE REQUI- 
RED TO MAKE THE NEW MEASURES A REALITY. THERE WOULD BE OBVIOUS 
IMBALANCE IN A NEW SECURITY COUNCIL RESOLUTION OF THIS CHARACTER, 
WHICH WOULD, OF COURSE, INVOLVE VERY SUBSTANTIAL ADMINISTRATIVE 
DIFEICULTIES EOR THOSE COUNTRIES THAT TRADE WITH SOUTH AFRICA AND 
NONE WHATEVER FOR THOSE THAT DO NOT. 

4. UKUN ALSO RAISED CERTAIN QUESTIONS CONCERNING THE FINAL PROPOSAL 
IN PARA 2 CALLING FOR STATES TO MAKE PHYSICAL ANALYSES OF POSSIBLE 
RHODESIAN-SOURCE PRODUCTS AND METALS. WE POINTED TO RECENT UN 
EXPERIENCE IN THIS AREA, ALTHOUGH UKUN WONDERED AS TO ITS RELEV- 
ANCE TO ORES THAT HAVE ALREADY BEEN PELLETIZED. THEY SAID THAT 
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WHAT SUCCESS UK HAS HAD IN CONFISCATING RHODESIAN IMPORTS HAS BREN 
NOT FROM PHYSICAL INVESTIGATION OE ORES BUT FROM BRITISH CUSTOMS 
UNIQUE ABILITY TO COMMAND ON-THE-SPOT PRODUCTION OP BOOKS OF 
IMPORTERS; CAREPUL INQUIREY USUALLY PRODUCED CORRESPONDENCE WITH 
RHODESIAN INTERESTS AND CONSEQUENT CONPISCATION AT THE PORT OP 
ENTRY. IF OTHER MAJOR TRADING COUNTRIES HAD SIMILAR POWERS AND A 
LIKE DESIRE TO PREVENT RHODESIAN IMPORTS, THIS WOULD BE MOST 
HELPFUL, THEY NOTED. 

5. TURNING TO PARA 4 SUGGESTION ON MERCENARIES, UKUN SAID HMG IS 
LOOKING AT THE WHOLE PROBLEM OP MERCENARIES ACROSS THE BOARD. THE 
DIPLOCK COMMISSION, WHICH WAS CREATED IN THE LIGHT OF THE ANGOLAN 
EXPERIENCE, WAS AT WORK ON THIS. (COMMENT: APPRAISAL BY EMB LONDON 
WOULD BE APPRECIATED. END COMMENT.) THE PARA 4 PROPOSAL MIGHT BE 
HELPFUL BUT WOULD NOT BE FOOLPROOP SINCE THE PAYING AUTHORITY 
COULD SIMPLY DEPOSIT MONEYS IN SWISS BANK ACCOUNTS AVAILABLE TO 
MERCENARY WITHDRAWALS. MOREOVER, THE AFRICANS MIGHT URGE THAT THE SC 
SHOULD ACT MORE DIRECTLY TO CALL ON MEMBER STATES TO ENACT LEGISLA- 
TION MAKING IT A CRIME FOR THEIR NATIONALS TO SERVE IN THE RHODESIAN 
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ARMY. UKUN ALSO ASSERTED THAT THE SUGGESTION COULD GIVE RISE TO 
POLITICAL DIFFICULTY IN THE UK; CONSIDERING THE DUAL BRITISH- 
RHODESIAN NATIONALITY OF MOST WHITE SETTLERS, CONSERVATIVES COULD 
ARGUE THAT SC ACTION OF THIS CHARACTER COULD CRIMINALIZE DEFENSE 
OF FARMS AND HOMES BY THE RHODESIANS. WE SAID WE BELIEVED HMG 
WOULD BE ABLE TO HANDLE THIS IN VIEW OF THE UNDERLYING 
ILLEGALITY OF THE RHODESIAN REBELLION AND UKI. 

6. MISOFFS TURNED TO ON-AGAIN/OFF-AGAIN EXTENSION OF SANCTIONS TO 
MAKE POSSIBLE CLOSING OF RHODESIAN INFORMATION OFFICE. WE ASKED 
THAT AMB RICHARD DISCUSS WITH BENINESE SC PRESIDENT POSSIBILITY 
OF MOVING THIS THROUGH THE SC DURING MAY. BYATT NOTED THAT RICHARD 
HAS HAD THIS MATTER ON HIS AGENDA, HAVING ALREADY TALKED TO 
RAMPHUL (MAURITIUS) ALTHOUGH WITHOUT FINAL RESULT AS YET. 
REITERATING OUR HOPE IT WILL BE POSSIBLE FOR THE COUNCIL TO ACT IN 
MAY, IF IT DOES NOT, THE PROSPECT OF CANADIAN AMB BARTON'S SC 
PRESIDENCY DURING JUNE SHOULD BE MORE ENCOURAGING. 
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7. AT THE END OF THE DISCUSSION UKUN OFFICERS RETURNED TO PARA 2 
PROPOSALS BY SAYING, MORE POSITVELY, THAT THEY PROVIDE GROUND 
FOR ANALYSIS AND DISCUSSION. 

8. COMMENT. THIS TEL DOES NOT REPORT ON USUN ARGUMENTATION 
SUPPORTING INTERAGENCY PROPOSALS.. UKUN APPEARED VERY CONCERNED 
TO PROTECT LONDON'S FREEDOM OF ACTION. WE RECOMMEND EMBASSY 
LONDON PRESS INTERAGENCY PROPOSALS WITH ECO.
